Vhe work which we, the present gece 
tations of Canadians, do in this re 
eard, can never be undone, if the 
foundation stock of the vast Canadian 
population of the future is inferior in 
any respect, Canada, the Empire, and 
the world, will suffer for all time. How 
great, therefore, is the responsibility

And a comparison of the 
reports of the immigration depart- 
ments of Canada and the United States 
show that from 1921 to 1926 the num- 
ber of Canadians who took up their 
residence south of the border exceeded 
the number of immigrants who came 
to our shores. Since, under American 
laws, the vast majority of those en-

tering the United States from Canada 
must be native born Canadians, it 
clearly follows that all that our pre- 
sent immigration policy is accomplish. 
ing is the supplanting of our own 
people in our land by imported for- 
eigners, Under these circumstances 
young Canadians can hardly be blamed 
for going to Tive in a country which, 
whatever jts fault may be, at all 
events, has enough national common 
sense to protect the standard of living 
of its own people, instead of persist- 
ently attempting to lower it ih order 
to have an abundance of cheap manuai 
labour, 

But far more important than the 


fconomic side of the question is the 
broader national side Canada is a 
country of dual race and language; 
in fact, it may be a great strength. 
But we cannot have any national co- 
hesion jf we have an indefinite number 
of races and languages, The old cry, 
of course, goes up that an unlimited 
number of foreigners cah be assimi- 
fated in the next generation, How? 
We cannot do so unless we give them 
something with which to assimilate, 
The foreigners who live in a predomin. 
antly English or French speaking 
com@&try may be readily assimilated 
and become good Canadians; but when 
we have whole blocs settled exclus- 
ively by foreigners, as we have now in 
various parts of the West, and as we 
may expect to have in increased num- 
bers if our presen? policy is continued, 
then assimilation becomes impossible, 
There are Canadian born children here 
today who speak little or no English 
or French. It is altogether too flat- 
tering to the assimilative powers of 
the English or French Canadians to 
suppose that they can make Cana- 
f_ians of foreigners in any district 
when outnumbered ten to one. We 
have recently seen that in Manitoba 4 
ian was elected a school trustee who 
could not speak a word of cither Eng- 
‘ish or French, It is said that over 
one hundred languages are now spok- 
en between the head of the Great 
Lakes and the Rocky Mountains. Pur- 
sue our present policy for twenty-five 
or fifty years more and what will be 
the result?

What is today the main road to the hotel was on 
that occasion staked off as a race track, the winning 
post being placed at the hotel entrance. Every form 
of race and sport known to the Indians was held, in 
addition to many suggested by the white spectators. 
Altogether the visit of the Indians was « marvellous 
success, and it ultimately led to the establishment in 
1907 of an annual Indian Day, which in time grew 
into the continent-wide advertised Indian Days. The 
Indians Jook forward to these days with the greatest 
enthusiasm and early on in the year start counting 
“only so many days now till we go to Banff”. The 


o section of Canada can claim a monopoly of In- 

dian Summer, but, to Banff, Alta., belongs Indian 
‘Days. Indian Summer occurs in the fall and may last 
two or three weeks; Indian Days occur in July and 
|are only three in number; but, for those for whom 
\they are named, there is more real pleasure crowded 
jinto that short time than they experience during the 
‘other three hundred and sixty-two days of the year. 

For three days the Indian is “King of Banff”. 
‘He pitches his tepees under the steep cliffs of Cas- 
‘cade Mountain, known to the Indians from ancestra) 
days as “Stoney Chief”. Close to “Stoney Chief” and 
still known by its original name stands “Stoney 
Squaw”. The latter is a pretty mountain, much 
smaller than its neighbour, but with an appealing 
feminine dignity all its own. The reason, then, for 


the Indians’ original choice of names is obvious to 
all. 

For these three festival days the Indian is lord of 
all he eurveys, and all through the village of Banff 
and in and around the famous Banff Springs Hote! 
the scene resembles a veritable monster Indian camp. 
The event that probably led un to the adoption of 


Indian Daye occurred in July 15@ when rail traffic, 


both east and west of Banff was tied up for a period 
of ten days, as heavy rains had washed out the tracks 
in both directions.

DRIVERLESS TRACTOR PLOWS 
—FARMER DOES CHORES 


LINCOLN, Neb.—Imagine a farmer 
starting his tractor-plow early in the 
morning, jumping off, doing his chor- 
es, taking his milk to town and re- 
turning at noon to find hig field all 
nicely plowed—and without the help 
of a hired man- 

It’s being done in Nebraska with a 
hewly perfeeted automatic tractor 
pilot, use of which is to be extended 
ta the great fields of the wheat belt 
and to the rice fields of the South, 

A year ago, when the pilot was 
wholly an experiment, people were 
“Interested” in the novelty of the 
thing . Today it is being put on a 
manufacturing basis by a midwest 
factory, and its backers believe it is 
destined to fill an important place jn 
farm economics, 

Frank L, Zybach, formerly a Grand 
Island garage operator, invented the 
pilot, Since its test at the University 
of Nebraska College of Agriculture 
he has made improvements. These 
make jit not only possible to use the 
pilot with a stirring plow, but also 
vith a dise plow, 


Usefulness increased 
This greatly increases the useful- 
hess of the invention, as it can be 
employed jn the wheat fields, accord- 
ine to Mr, Zybach, The attachment 
also makes it possible to use the pilot 
in the rice fields of the South, where 
the little ridges use in irrigaton made 
{1 jmposs#le to use the pilot with just 
ene shoe, or rudder. By adding a 
second behind the first! the pilot can 

be operated over these ridges, 


It was also discovered that a sec- 
ond shoe made it possible to guard 
against the pilot getting out of the 
furrow Where water had washed out 
little gullies or made ridges. Mr. 
Zybach found that in improving his 
invention for a disk plow he had sim- 
Ply to shape the rudder somewhat 
differently so it would follow the disk 
plow furrow. 

In order to have the pilot 
the tractor it is 
jone furrow 


fruide 
necessary to plow 
around the field for the 
pilot to follow, After that it guides 
itself, There is an attachment which 
stops the tractor if the pilot gets out 
ef the furrow, 


Has Had Severe Tests 


The device has received the most 
severe tests, according to its backers. 
In a thst on a farm six miles west of 
Hastings, Neb. a farmer plowed 170 
acres in 10 days. Without the pilot 
he had been able to plow but 6% acres 
a day 

It has been used on one farm near 
Ashland, where the field is three 
miles around and there are 22 bends 
in the furrow.

And he is only killed after beimg 
proven guilty of murder, Not even 
ihe policeman who arrests a murderer 
is entitled to kill him over there. 

But in Toronto a man whose crime 
appears to have consisted of talking 
fro, al automobile to a girl on the 
sidewalk was shot and is now dead. 
What a tragedy! And what a com 
ment on the efficiency of the police 
if they cavnot deal with such trivial 
offenses against the law, if offence 
there was, without having recourse to 
guns, ‘Toronto is not alone in this 
killing habit, A young bandit who 
siole a couple of hundred dollars from 
a movie house in Mentreal recently— 
his first crime—was shot and killed 
as he ran away, a Montreal policeman 
being the executioner. In the same 
city, a year ago another cop shot and 
killed a valuable horse which had run 
away—probably from the cop, Truly, 
as Burns said it is the sight of means 
to do ill deeds that makes ill deeds 
done. 

There is this lesson to be learnt by 
our authorities in Canada, The armn- 
sig of policemen has as its natural 
eequence the arming of criminals. No

MARSFIELD, Mass.—To L, B, Sher- 
man, Manager of the state game farm 
at Marshfield goes the distinction of 
being the first man to successfully 
raise game birds, partridge and pheas. 
ants, by the incubator method. 

Sherman has thus far this year 
raised more than five thousand pheas- 
ant chicks in the twelve incubators at 
the farm. He prefers incubators to 
ectiing hens, and will use no other 
method, English and Scotch game- 
keepers had for years regarded the 
hatching of game birds in incubators 
ns impossible, They contended that 
the absence of the mother bird would 
leave the young birds helpless to 
break out of the shells Sherman 
has disproved this theory and in ad 
dition to the five thousand healthy 
chicks now on the farm he has a like 
number of eggs in the incubators, 

The breeding stock at the farm 
consists of approximately four hun- 
dred pheasants, During the lying 
season an average of 250 eggs are ob- 
tained daily and these all go into the 
incubators) The laying season starts 
the first of April and ends in July.

WORLD-WIDE INCREASE 
FORESEEN IN iUTTON

Due to a genera) increase in sheep 
flocks throughout the world many 
producers are beginning to wonder 
just how long the present expansion 
period with {ts high prices will last. 
From 1922 until the presest year 
there has been an _ increase in the 
world’s woo! production of 15 per 
tent,, but this has only brought the 
output up to about that which prevail- 
ed before the war in most of the lead- 
ing sheep countries, 


Australia Leads 

Australia, which is the leading sheep 
country and supplies one 
quarter 6f the world’s wool supply, « 
now carrying 105,090p00 sheep, or 
tbout a million short of the record 
year in the early nineties. New Zeal- 
and reports 25,000,000 sheep with ex 
pansion, due to the increase in dairy- 
Ing, nearing a standstill. In South 
Africa there are 32,000,000 sheep With 
the number slowly jncreasing, British 
flocks have made a strong come-back 
tince the war depletion, but in Europe 
as a whole, the number of sheep to- 
fay is still below 1913, and while 
there has been a substantial increase 
in the flocks on this continent in the 
past few years, our annual output is 
not up to that of a few years ago, Of 
course the modern sheep, in the big 
range areas where the animals are 
raised primarily for wool, ylelds a 
much bigger clip than the one of a 
few decades back, 

The average fleece in Australia to- 
fay, due to marvellous improvement 
in breeding stock, weighs eight and a 
half pounds compard with four pounds 
thirty years ago. One the other hand, 
fo many countries where the bulk of 
the animals are kept on mixed farms, 
there has been a tendency to subsil- 
tute mutton sheep for the heavy wool 
bearers. There has, too, been an in- 
crease in woo] consumption due to a 
greater world population, the gradual 
industrialization of the Orient where 
the people are turning more to West- 
ern clothes, and also to the steady 
economic recovery of European coun- 
tries in the last few years, according 
to a summary from the United States 
Department of Agriculture.
